Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a fluorescent display device including filaments connected to a base by means of one or more 
anchors and a support member separate from the anchor. Where the anchors includes an arm 
portion, that is slanted with respect to the lengthwise direction of the device, for providing 
tension and the support portion is provided at a direction normal to the lengthwise direction of 
the device. (See applicant's response filed 8/4/2005 for more details) 

Regarding claims 2 and 4-7, claims 2 and 4-7 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 
1 because of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 3, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 3, and specifically comprising the limitation 
of a fluorescent display device including filaments connected to a base by means of one or more 
anchors and a support member separate from the anchor. Where the anchors includes an arm 
portion, that is slanted with respect to the lengthwise direction of the device, for providing 
tension and the support portion is provided at a direction normal to the lengthwise direction of 
the device. 

Regarding claims 8 and 9, claims 8 and 9 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 3 
because of their dependency status from claim 3.
